WasHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—Secretary 
of War Proctor, Secretary of the Interior No- 
ble and Attorney-General Miller have, during 
the last week, been giving much attention to 
the question of law on Oklaho ter the 
Territory is thrown open to settlers. The sub- 
ject was discussed at the Cabinet meeting 
yesterday whenthe suggestions prepared by 
them were laid before the President and tbe 
other members of the Cabinet for their con- 
sideration and approval. The plan proposed 
is that on April 2, the day on 
which the rush into the supposed land of milk 
and honey is to begin, the maintenance of 
laws and the preservation of order shall be 
vested in the United States Marshal at Musco- 
gee. He will be empowered to employ depu- 


Ales, but, of course, he will not be able to 


have at his command a force large enough to 
be effective in case there should prove to be 
a disturbance. In case of unexpected 
disorder the Marshal will call on 
the army to aid him in maintaining 


the law, and while nominally the civil 
authorities will be in commandthe actual 
— work willbe performed by the milli: 
Gen. Merritt who is in command ofthe 
Denattment ofthe Missouri, with headquar- 
ters at Ft. Leaveworth Kan., willi be on the 
ground and will assume personal command of 
the army. He has been given discretionary 
power in regard to the numberof men to be 
ordered to the Territory. aud it necessary 
he can draw on the entire re- 
source ot the division of the 
Missouri. Itistheopinion of the War De- 
artment authorities that he will have at his 
—— all the men that he will possibly 
need, no matter what may happen tis the 
firm determination uf the authorities to pre- 
serve law and order at all bazards. 

Secretary of War Proctor says that he does 
not anticipate any very serious trouble when 
the Territory is thrown opento settlement. 
There wight be some lawlessness, but nothing 
more than the civil authorities, with assist- 
ance, could holdin check. Ifthere was an 
thing more serious there would 
are enough on the ground to 
— down in short order. But the 

242 belleves that the majority of the 
settlers are disposed to be law-abiding, and 
that while there may be some disturbance, as 
would be naturalin any new community, it 
will not be of a serious nature. 

Attorney-General Miller said that the United 


States Marshal would be instructed to call on 


the military if necessary and that they would 
co-operate with him in the preservation of 
peace. The greatest apprehension is felt at 
the two land offices at Guthrie and Kingfisher.

Post-Offices in Oklahoma. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—The Post- 
office Department officials are making active 
preparations for the immediate opening of 


two post-offices at Oklahoma,one at Kingfisher 
Stage station and the other at Guthrie, 
where the United States Land Offices are to be 
established. Several Post-office inspectors 
are now ou the ground examining proposed 
mail routes into the country, and between all 
important points. For the present ali mails 
will enter the Territory from the north over 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad to 
its southern terminus, and from there it 
will be carried forward by Government 
contractors over regularly established routes. 
It is expected that the mail facilities will 
equal the needs of the settlers. 
Mail for the land-office towns and 
other principal points will probably xo for- 
ward on the very day, or at least on 
the da following the one on which 
the President's proclamation goes 

effect. Gen. Clarkson said to- 
day that probably twenty-five post-offices 
would be established in the Territory within 
the next thirty davs. If no better accommo- 
dations can be had, Postmasters will supply 
themselves with tents or whatever else can be 
made available for shelter.

MUST REMAIN IN THE ARMY. 


Judge Thayer Refuses to Release Frank 
Morrissey, a Deserter. 


Judge Thaver decided the habeas corpus 
case of Frank Morrissey this morning and re- 
fused to release him. Morrissey is the man 
who enlisted in the army when only 17 years 
of age without his mother’s consent, and 
shortly after being sent to Jefferson Barracks 
he deserted. Several years afterward he ap- 
plied for bis discharge and was arrested on a 
charge of desertion. He claimed that, being 
under 21 years of age, he could not enlist 
without hie mother’s consent, she being 
his only Hving parent, and therefore 
the enlistment was illegal and his de- 
sertion not a military crime. Judge Thayer 
said that even admitting that the 
contract of enlistment he voluntarily 
made is voidable itis not void and he should 
have sought to have it annulled by legal 
methods. A soldier might be entiiled to his 
discharge, but he could not be permitted to 
constitate himself bis own,judge, take the 
law into his own hands and desert. Ifsuch a 

ractic® was established the result would 

e disastrous to military discipline. The 
military court, he said, had authority to try 
the case and to try the charge of desertion 
and to determine how far the facts that he 
enlisted when under 21, and without his 
mother’s consent was a defense. 

Morrissey bas avoided his trial by a military 
court, however, The officers ofthe regiment 
have consented to readmit. him to the service 
and he will serve out the time. of ae enlist- 
ment.

ABOUT THE STRIKEBS. 


| Neither the Carpenters Nor the Painters 


Took Deeisive Action To-Day. 


The carpenters’ and painters’ strike, if pres- 
ent indications are correct, willend with the 
week. 

The hard work of the leaders of the carpen- 
tere’ strike and their promises have again 
infused the strikers with hope and dispelled the 
cloud of dissatisfaction which threatened the 
dissolution of the carpenters’ organization 
Sunday. Yesterday a committee of foremen 


were appointed to visit the master builders 
and ascertain how many would sign 
with the carpenters and on what terms. 
At the meeting in Central Turner Hall 
this morning, which was as well attended as 
any meeting during the strike, the foremen 
reported they had seen sixty-one bosses. Of 
these twenty-eight would give everything 
asked, which is cents an hour and eight 
hours aday’s work. The other thirty-three 
would only give 85 cents and eight hours. 
The committee were told to continue their 
work. When they make their final report, 
which will be in a day ortwo, it will prob-. 
ably be decided to go to work for the bosses 
friendly to the strikers. Another cause for 
hope was a telegram from P. J. McGuire, 
Grand Secretary of the Brotherhood, telling 
Mr. Kliver more money would be sent at the 
end of the week and to stand firm 
and resolute. this connection 
Mr. Kliver said the master dulld- 
ers were employing non-union carpenters 
who were working beside union bricklayers 
and plasterers. These tradesmen have held 


meetings to protest against this, and if the 


men are not put off they will quit. ‘‘Thus,’’

The following extract from a let er received 
by Dr. Thomas O’Reilly from Dublin shows 
how the base ball tourists put in their time in 
the Irish capital:

come. by reason of the short notice, and 
begged the guests while accepting ‘‘pot luck’’ 
to take the will for the deed.’’ The team 
on their part conveyed their gratification in 
no unmeasured words. They examined with 
enuine interest the noble portraits of ancient 
rishmen and others which the house con- 
tains, admired the portly proportions of the 
famous Mr. White, the Major domo, whose 
triumphant encounter with Balfour has made 
him famous, even in America, and with best 
wishes to the Lord Mayor and kindliest 
thanks to his representative for the 
greeting accorded them, they left for a 
further spasmodic effort to see the other 
sights of dear delightful Dublin, amongst 
which was Trinity College, where they saw 
the famous Book of Keils. They also honored 
the well-known restaurant, The Burling- 
ton, where they tasted the world-famed 
Montabella champagne. Dr. Murphy of Har- 
court street, who has made almost as many 
well-wishers across the Atlantic as he has se- 
cured professionali and personal friends on the 
‘old sod,’ was present atthe reception in the 
Mansion House, and lent his invaluable aid in 
contributing to makethe distinguished visit- 
ors feel at home. Individually and collective- 
ly, the members of the base ball teams, whose 
lay was a revelation to Dublin, departed 
rom our shores with the expression that the 
only fault they found with their trip was its 
brevity.’’

A Bloody Encounter Between Cat- 
tlemen, Boomers and the 
Mounted Police. : 


One Guard, Two Cattlemen 
and a Boomer Bite 
the Dust. 


Fatal Affray Between Two Boomers Over a 
Claim Near Kiowa—‘‘Oklahoma” Harry 
Hill Mysteriously Missing and Supposed 
to Have Been Murdered—Arkansas City 
Crowded With Walking Arsenals and 
Toughs — Serious Trouble Expected — 
Thirty Thousand Boomers at Camp 
Hayes Read) for the Start—Whisky 
Sellers and Plunderers on the Border. 


. SmiTH, Ark., April 18.—Four men were 
killed on the border of Oklahoma yesterday. 
Word was received here last evening of a con- 
flict between parties of boomers, cattlemen 
and Chickasaw police at the ford at Chis- 
holm’s cattle trail, forty miles west of Okla- 
homa City, on the Canadian River. The cat- 
tlemem were taking several hundred animals 
from Frank Colbert’s ranch, in the Chickasaw 
Nation, to Kansas, but the mounted police 
guarding the northern border of Oklahoma 
refused to permit them to use tne celebrated 
Chisholm trail leading through the new ter- 
ritory. A Hght resulted in which the cattle- 
men were reinforced by a party of boomers 
from Cooke and Fanning Counties, Tex. One 
of the guard, two cattlemen and one boomer 
named Geiss were killed in the melee, besides 
the loss of some valuable horses. The cattle- 
men took the old Abilene trail and went 
around through the Cheyenne reservation. 


Afiray Among Boomers. 


WIcHITA, Kan., April 18.—The first serious 
affray among the boomers occurred abont ten 
miles north of Kiowa. The boomers claimed 
a certain quarter section and one named Geo. 
Kramer undertook to put the other, Charles 
Heidke, off the land. Both men drew re- 
volvers and Kramer was shot through the 

ead and instantly killed. Heidke was shot 
through the groin and may dle.

Oklahoma“ Harry Hill,

Mr. Tutt there were requests which will be re- 
garded. How the estate will settle the 
executors cannot tell. There are odds and 
ends of properties scattered over the country 
which Mr. Jackson through a long business 
life acquired, and there also many notes bear- 
ing his indorsement. How these elements 
will balance remains to be seen. His 
interest in the St. Louis Elevator, 
it is feared, will be almost wiped 
out by the losses which drove him 
to suicide and there are some liens on the real 
estate which he held. However, the prospect 
now looks brighter for the realization of a 
goodly sum from the estate than seemed pos- 
sible when the investigation was begun. 

Among other pieces of property which Mr. 
Jackson owned are 2,600 acres of mineral land 
near Joplin, Mo. This land is worth from 
$40,000 to $70,000, and was purchased many 
years ago for less than $1 per acre.

'UNDERTAKERS COMPLAIN 


SERIOUS CHARGES MADE BY A DELEGATION 
BEFORE CORONER FRANK TO-DAY. 


President Scott and Other Prominent Mem- 
bers of the Undertakers’ Association 
March ina Body to the Coroner’s Office 
and Ledge Their Complaints — Andy 
Brown and Chris Schawacker Cause the 
Trouble—The Coroner’s Answer. 


Deputy Coroner Andy Brown and Morgue 
Superintendent Herman Praedicow are in 
very bad odor with the Undertakers’ Associa- 
tion. 80 is Christ Schawacker, the under- 
taker and liveryman, the trio being charged 
by the Association with having formed a 
combination to take charge of and bury all 
bodies which are taken to the 
Morgue andto block outallother undertak- 
ers. The endertakers have been complaining 
for some time that bodies which were taken to 
the Morgue were turned over to Schawacker 
or Andy Brown without the consent of the 
relatives ofthe deceased and that when the 
undertaker employed by the family called for 
the body he would find it at Schawacker’s and 
have to pay an exorbitant price for work the 
latter had done. 

At the meeting of the Undertakers & Livery- 
men’s Association held last night, this matter 
came up for discussion, anda resolution was 
passed that they should wait on the Coroner 
in a body this morning and notify him of the 
way things were being conducted in his office. 
At 10 o’ciock this morning the members of 


the organization met at the City Hall ana 
marched in a body to the Coroner’s office at 
the Four Courts. 

THE COMPLAINTS. 

Coroner Frank took them into his private 
office where they statedtheirgrievances. The 
delegation comprised R. R. ott, President 
of the Association; W. Rutter, vice-Presi- 
dent; T. Schnurr, Secretary; P. Krone, treas- 
urer; and representatives from John Ben- 
sieck, Louis Spelbrink, Smithers & Wag- 
oner, A. Meyer & Co.; H. C. Meyer, Schule & 
Sons, Pat Monahan, Cullinane Bros., B. 
Brockman & Co., Thomas Wand, C. T. Whit- 
sett, Bromschwig 4 Hussman, Hall and Sher- 
rick, M. Hermann, H. Leidner & Son, 
Marshall, B. F. Haenichen and others. 

Mr. Scott stated that they had called on the 
Coroner to notify him of some evils that were 
going on in his office and to request him to cor- 
rect them. He said that for some time past 
they had experienced difficuity in getling 
bodies atthe Morgue. When they were in- 
structed by the relatives of some person 
who had been taken to the Morgue to 
fo there and get the body they usually found 
that it had already been taken by Christ Scha- 
wacker and had to pay him exhorbitant prices 
to got it back. In some instances the Andrew 
4 — Livery & Undertaking Co. had the 

ody. 

Mr. Smithers stated that recently a young 
man named Bruce had been taken to the 
Morgue dead. The father ordered him to get 
the remains and take charge of the funeral, 
but on goingtothe Morgue they found that 
by some hook or crook Schawacker had 
already got the remains and had them at his 
establishment. He charged $85 for the work 
he had done although, Mr. Smithers averred, 
no undertaker Would think of asking more 
than $15. 

Mr. Brockman said that when Ne went to 
the Morgue for a body he was asked to pay 
the Andrew F. Brown Livery & Undertaking 
Co. $10 for work they had done without or- 
ders. He finally compromised with them by 
paying $5 for the work. 

Mr. Cullinane saidthe wife of a man who 
had been killed called at his pluce, selected a 
coffin and gave him charge of the funeral, but 
when he went for the remnainge Schawacker had 
got possession of them and kept them. 

Mr. Monahan also claimed that he found 
Schawacker had already taken off a body 
which the relatives had ordered him (Mona- 
han) to bury. 

Mr. Scott said such conduct was against 
the public interest, the Coroner's 
interest and the interests of the 
livery men aud undertakers. He thought the 
officials of the city should — and not rob 
the people, but Messrs. Praedicow, Brown 
and Schawacker seemed to have acombination 
to handle all the undertaking business of the 
Morgue. 

CORONER FRANK 
said he wasnot aware that there was any such 
work golng on, and he would investigate the 
matter and take steps to prevent its repeti- 
tion. If itwas not stopped he would secure 
new subordinates. 

An undertaker afterward remarked to a re- 
porter that Andy Brown’s claim that he 
was no longer eonnected with the 
livery and undertaking establishment 
bearing his name was not believed 
by the members of the association who were 
well acquainted with his methods. Morgue 
Superintendent Praedicow gave s&chawacker 
all the bodies where the relatives or friends 
could afford to pay for a funeral, and Andy 
Brown, he claimed, was also into the scheme 
and sent some ofthe bodies to his own estab- 
lishment. 

JOSEPH FUEGLIN, 

a tailor at No. 509 Elm street, states that on 
March A, a man named Leininger, who had 
been rooming over his shop, disappeared and 
his body was taken from the river a week ago 
last Tuesday late inthe evening and sent to 
the Morgue. Next morning before the Cor- 
oner’s office had opened Schawacker was atthe 
shop with a letter which bad been 
taken from the man and gave his address as 
509 Elm street. He went up with Schawacker 
and identified the remains by the boots the 
man had on. Wishing further proof, however, 
he had the man’s pocket searched for keys, 
and it was found he had the keys to the house 
and his room, and also a key to his trunk. 
Praedicow sent Schawacker down with the 
keys and ordered bim to open the trunk. The 
tailoravers Schawacker did soand took some 
articlesaway with him. When Fueglin and 
his,wife told Praedicow ofthis afterward he 
ejected them from the morgue they 
claim, and they had to got 
Moroner Frank’s permission to return there 
and see the articles turned over by 
Schawacker. Whenthe wife of the deceased 
came on irom Californiashe claimed that a 
gold watch and long neck chain, all valued 
at $400 were missing, so the tailor states. He 
also alleges that for supplying a plain coffin 
and one carriage and attending to the funeral, 
Schawacker sent in a bill of $114.50. Coroner 
Frank will begin an investigation, and he 
says that he will endeavor to put an endto 
the practice at once.

MISSOURI LEGISLATURE, 


The School Appropriation Bill—Bills Passed 
by the House. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, April 18.—The Senate spent 
almost theentire forenoon in perfecting the 
revised bill on roads and highways. The 
present law was amended in several particu- 
lars and the bill referred to the Revision Com- 
mittee to be incorporated inthe Revisea Stat- 
utes. It was expected that the whisky bin 
would be called up in the Senate this fore- 


noon, but Senator Moran will call it up lace 
this afternoon when a lively time is expected. 
THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The House this morning, having under con- 
sideration the appropriation bill for publio 
schools, refused to concur in the Senate 
amendment strikiug out one-third, and in- 
serting one-fourth of the revenue fund for pub- 
lic schools for the years 1889 and 1890 by a vote 
of 27 ayes to 97 noes, showing that the House is 
nearly of one mind on a liberal appropriation 
for ‘the support of the public schools. No 
doubt the Senate will recede from its amend- 
ment when the bill is returned to that body. 
The constitution provides for the appropria- 
tion of one-fourth of the entire revenues of the 
State for the support of the public schools. Two 
years ago the General Assembly increased the 
appropriation to one-third of said revenue, 
this being the largest appropriation for 
school purposes ever before made. It has 
worked so well that the House saw proper to 
appropriaté the same amonnt for the next 
two Fears, but in the interest of 
economy the Senate proposed and 
adopted the aforesaid amendment by a 
meagre majority. The people, however, 
throughout the State may well thank the 
House for refusing to concur as it will in- 
crease the public school fund about 10 cents 
per capita upon the totalschool enumeration 
of the State. 

The House indefinitely postponed the joint 
resolution to appropriate $10,000 to defray ex- 
penses of the Washington inaugural celebra- 
tlon. This vote effectually disposes of the 
question ofan appropriation for the purpose 
by the present Legislature. | 

The bill to appropriate $12,000 to establish a 
manual training school in connection with 
Lincoln Inatitute was, on motion of Sebree of 
Saline, also indefinitely postponed. 

Mr. Dunn of Lincoln introduced a Dill this 
morning appropriating $67,000 for the support 
of the State University. This bill is the result 
of the controversy yesterday over 
Clark’s amendment to the general appro- 
priation bill prohibiting the payment of 
any part of the appropriation for this purpose 


so long as Profs. Laws and Sanborn were con- 


nected with the university. The purpose of 
this new bill isto disconnect the university 
appropriation from the general appropriation 
bill 


The House has just passed the bill appropri- 
ating money for the eleemosynary Institu- 
tions. The bill appropriates $70,000 for the St. 
Louls Lunatic Asylum.
